As bearing out to suute extent tho remarka 
wo made yesterday about the way the 
French ara deste-ying the trade of Saigon, 
wo take the following extracts from the 
summary of last year in tho Singapore Free 


Press :—‘ Commercially, in spite of ono or 
two unfavourable features, the yenr bss 
been ono of quiet but stuady trnde expan- 
sion, The Cotton Goods trade bas un- 
doubtedly suffered a sevora blow by the im- 
position of protective duties at Saigon, and 
tho Chinese who export from Singaporo to 
that quarter complain ‘loudly of the way in 
which the duties are assessed, varying 
oapricionaly —no they allege—from day to 
day, the asmo goods having at one time to 
boar ote tax and at another a’ differant. 
Making allowance for exaggeration, there 
is probably good ground for these com- 
plaints, and it is muck to be desired that 
our French neighbours, if they will tax our 
manufactures, would do so on somto clear 
and intelligible system.' 


Tae Singapore Free Press saya :—‘ Great is 
the virtue that lieth in -‘ pegging away’. 
This paper has fora long time past pegged 
away at the Singapore Armament business. 
Care has been taken within the past few 


months that the pegging away procesa has 
been put in force at closer quarters. Cur. 
reapoudeuce in the press, advertisemonts, 
and queationa in Parliament, ovlminating 
ju the sudden interest tuken by the purty 
in oppesi ion in our forlorn condition, Lave 
at last produced something like a definite 
and final solution of the long standing 
grievance.

When he was appointed Consul to Hang- 
kong the American Consulate there was the 
aubject of auch unsavory scandala, in con- 
nection with the alleged misappropriation 
of fees, that, to keep his own reputation 
untarnished, he determined to handle none 
of this money until his legal right to it was 
dotermi-ed. Accordingly, ha turned over 
to the United States Treasury all the feos 
he received smcunting to $13,839. As is 
well known, Colonel Mosby was dismissed 
by the presout Democratic Administration 
for ‘offensive partisanship,’ ho boing ono 
of the firat to suffer fur that broad infrac- 
tion of President Cloveland’s code. 

When be asked for a restitution of ‘the 
fees that properly belonged’ to the Consul- 
ate, he was met by the plea that, while the 
fees had undoubtedly been his in the first 

lace, his act in paying them into the 
Qreasury had been purely a voluntary one 
and waa, in fact, a gift of them to the 
Government. This the Cotonol denied, 
and brought suit against the Government 
and argued the corse himself before the 
Court of Claims.

Tho Postage is 26 conta por th., and 20 
cents each succeeding tb or fraction of a lb. 
which includes Registration feo, and must 
be prepaid in stamps. No further charge is 
made in the United Kingdom excopt for 
Gestams dues. No parco) must be moro 
than 8 fect 6 inches in length, or 6 feot in 
greatest length and girth combined. A ro- 
ceipt is givgn for each Parcel.

Declaration, which can be obtained frea at 
cach Post Office, No parcel can be accept- 
ed till this is completely and accurately 
filled. ‘The only articles ordinarily sent 


from China which ara liable to duty ares 


Fea, Tobacco, and Gold and Silvor plate. 
Dangerous or perishable goods, articles 
likely to injure the Mails, Liquids (unless 
accurely packed) or parcela oasil crushed, 
such as band-boxes, are prohibited.

With regard to inward Parcels, addressees 
aro requested to observe that the Parco!

Indemnity for the Loss of a Registered Article, 


The Post Office is not legally responsible 
for the safe delivery of Registered correspon- 
dence, but it is prepared to make good the 
contents of such correspondence lost while 
passing through the Post, to the extent of 
$10, in cortain cases, provided :— 

L That'the sendor duly observed all the 
conditions of Registration required. 

2, That tho letter was seourely enclosed 
in a reasonably strong envelope. 

3. That application was made to the 
Postmaster General of Hongkong immodi- 
ately the loss was discovered, the envelope 
being invariably forwardod with such sppli- 
eution unless it also is lost. 

4, That tho Postmaster General is satis- 
fied that tho loss occurred whilst the corres- 

ondence was in the custedy of the British 

Yostal administration in China, that it was 
not caused by any fault on the part of the 
sendor, by dustruction by fire, ot shipwreck, 
nor by the dishonesty or neyligence of any 
person not in tho employment of the 
Hongkong Post Office. 

5. No compensation can be paid for mere 
damage to fragile articles such as ortraits, 
watches, 
which roach neir destination, although in 
a broken or deteriorated condition. 


Missont or Delayed Correspondence. 


When correspondence has been missont 
or delayed (both of which ure liable to 
happen occasionally) all that the addressee 
need do is ta note on the cover, Sent to 
——, or Received at 7 p.m, or as the case 
way bo, aud’ forward it, without any 
other writing whatever, to the Postmaster 
General, This should be acted on thé first 
time cause of- complaint occurs; it, is & 
mistako to lot such matters pass for fear of 
giving trouble, @ courso which’ generally 
gives more trouble in the end.
